The State -Board of -Health adyo- 
cates swift and sevére punishment 
for those caught violating ‘the quar- 
antine regulations. 

In the report just made public by 
the state board is found ‘the follow- 
ing words: ae 

“Surely the present diphtheria git- 
uation in this State warrants in- 
tensive action upon the part of 
health officers, public health nurses; 
physicians and citizens,” ‘the state- 
ment declares, ::but in a few com- 
munities the authorities are appar- 
ently doing nothing toward the 
control of the disease and in some 
places the general public is apathetic, 

“This is no time for indecision gn; 
negligencé. It is the duty of every 
health officer to bring all such law 
violators to justice.” °

227 new cases of the disease. were 


reported, making a total of..825 cases | 


for the first tWo weeks
